POTTER’S PLOTTERS. 
BUTLER TAKES THE HELM. 
Svecial Dispatca te Tae Trivune. 
Wasurneoton, D. C., June 27.—Two significant 
features of the Potter investigation to-day were 
the unmasking of Butler and the announce- 
ment of the programme which the Committee 
has adopted. Gen. Butler, in executive session, 
has assured the Committee that he can prove 
that the Returning Board made a contract that 


they should be kept from harm whatever they 


might find it necessary to do to declare the 
State for Hayes. The Democrats, believing 
Butler’s promise, have practically allowed bim 
to take charge of the investigation. This, of 
course, involves a possible continuous session of 
the Committee during the summer. There can 
be no longer any doubt as to Butler's purposes. 
He assuredly contemplates laying the founda- 
tion for the impeachment of the President. 
He expects to find a basis for his action in the 
operations of the Returning Boards, and the 
recognition of the Nicholls Legislature. The 
guide-posts which indicate the path he pro- 


poses to follow may be found in the examina- | 


tion of to-day. The Democrats, to allow Butler 
to do this, have to consent to permit the ma- 
chinery of the Committee to be used to 
BLACKEN THE NICHOLLS GOVERNMENT.

THR EX-MARSHAL AGAIN BEFORE THE 
TERITE. 


Wasuinoton, D. C., June 27.—The Potter 
Committee to-day questioned ex-Marshal Pitkin

Mr. Pitkin said that be always believed in the 
legality of the Packard Legislature, and was of 
the opinion that the Peckard Government vould 
bave sustained itself within three weeks after its 
recognition by the Administration without the 
aid of Federal troops.

HIS FLORIDA VISIT. 

Wasnineton, D. C., June 27.—William E. 
Chandler was then called, and testified that he 
visited Florida soon after the late Presidential 
election, and there met Gov. Noyes, and had 
many gonversations with him regarding the 
Electoral vote of that State. Do not recollect 
telling McLin that Noves was the particular 
friend of Hayes, and that anything he said 
Hayes would be responsible for, and that if the 
State went for Hayes members of the Returu- 
ing Board would be well taken care of.

He did not tell me that he came there at the 
instance of Gov. Hayes, and I never heard it so 
stated as coming from him. 

Q.—Are you aware of any promises, general 
or specific, that were made to any members of 
the Returning Board, before or after the count, 
that in case the State went for Hayes they 
should be taken care off A.—I have no recol- 
lection of such promises. 

Q.—Did not you make such promises? A.— 
Not to my recollection. 

Q.—Did you give any assurance to that effect! 
A.—Not that I remember. 

Q.—Then you bad uo conversation with mem- 
bers of the rd iu regard to their getting —

am unable to remember that I gave any assur- 
ances to any member of the Returning board. 

Q.—Are vou able to say whether you did or 
not, positively? A.—I do not recoliect that I 
did, and I believe I did pot. That is as well as 
Jean auswer the question. 

Witness testified that he went to Florida at 
the instance of members of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee. Did not call upon Gov. 
Hayes or meet bim at any time during the trip 
to Fiorida and back; saw him in the Ohio cam- 
paign in 1876, and did not see him again until 
after the inauguration. Witness produced a 
telegram sent by himself to A. E. Lea, Gov. 
Haves’ private secretary, aud said: This is the 
telegram referred to in the testimony taken be- 
fore the Knott-Field Committee. It is in cipher, 
but the translation of it is: Send Stanley Mat- 
thews and others of high cnaracter. Things 
begin to look favorable.“

cause he occupied the position of 

SECRETARY TO GOV. HAYES. 

I sent it to Capt. Lee as secretary of Gov. 
Hayes, and left bim todo what he chose with 
my telegram. Of course 1 snould not have sent 
it to Capt. Lee if he had pot been Gov. Hayes’ 
secretary. 1 most certainly expected that Capt. 
Lee would communicate the telegram to Gov. 
Hayes and be guided by what Gov. Hayes told 
him. I will stand by any reasonable interence 
that can be drawn from it. Senator Marthews, 
however, did not come to Florida. Gov. Noyes 
arrived about aweck after sending the tele- 
gran. 


WILLIAM TO ZACH. 

Witness then read a telegram dated Nov. 18, 
sent by him to Mr. Zach Chandler, which was in 
cipher, but which witness translated as follows: 

After full conference with all our friends now 
here, we find the work to be done requires great 
and expecitious labor in view of the shortness of 
time, which if weil performed will we believe in- 
sure success. Noyes ana Kasson will be here on 
Monday, and I wish $2,000 sent to the Philadel- 
phia Centennial Nationa! Bank. Can you also let 
me bave $2,000 more, making 85. 000. It looks 
favorable for about twenty-five majority in the 
State. You can imagine what the Democrats are 
about. Where is Cook? C. 

Witness said he got the money. Do not 
recollect whether or not Noyes stated he came 
at the request of Hayes. It was understood by 
the Republican managers that Noyes was an in- 
timate friend of Hayes. I bad no reason tosup- 
pose he came in response to my telegram. I 
don’t remember any such conversation as Me- 
Lin detaiis, and I am confident 

NO SUCH CONVERSATION TOOK PLACE, 

as he states it. [am confident I never said to 
anybody in Florida that I was authorized to 
make assurances of that kind to them. I might 
have stated to MeLin Gov. Noyes’ relations to 
Gov. Hayes, but that 1 stated them in connec- 
tion with an assurance of ary kind to MeLia, I 
do not believe. 

Q.—You simply put your recollection against 
his positive statement? A.—That’s all. 1 will 
add that [don’t think McLin would have made 
a statement that be did not believe. The Re- 
publicans who visited Florida were there only 
to forward the interests and protect the rights 
of the Republican party. Witness gave the 
names of gentlemen who were connected with 
the Democratic organization, and said he did 
did not know that any of them were there as 
special representatives of Gov. Tilden. , 

Q.—Was there apy conversation or consulta- 
tion between you and Gov. Noves intimating 
that any influence whatever should be exercised 
over any of the canvussers, except legal consid- 
erations, to effect their judgment in the canvass?! 
A:—To the best of my recoilection, there was 


not.

Wasninetos, D. C., June 25.—Charges hav- 
ing been made that the recent report on the in- 
vestigation of Robeson and others was made 
without the authority of the Naval Committee, 
the following from the journal of the House 
Naval Committee is interesting: 

On Jan. 18 all the members were present. The 
Committee adopted the following order: 

That. for the purpose of discharging the duties 
imposed upon the Committee on Naval Affaira by 
the House of Kepresentatives in the adoption of 
the Woud resolutions, this Committee will recog- 
nize as part of the testimony before them the rec- 
ord of the investigations heretofore made by the 
Committee on Naval Affairs, and therefore uader- 


take the investigations reierred to by the Secretary 


of the Navy and the President. of 1877, and his an- 
nuai report and accompanying documents so sub- 
mitted to the present session of Congress, and 
will also investigate the disposition and sales of 
ships and other public property, the supervision of 
contracts, agreements, and orders made for the 
purcoase of naval supplies, and the matters inci- 
dent thereto, veing the matters done, or omitted 
to be done. in the management of the naval esiao- 
lishment for the fiscal 7 ending July, 1876, and 
July, 1877, which shall be the order of the investi- 
gation, and shall be continued by the Sub-Com- 
mittees, as heretofure appuinted by the Coairman, 
having the — subject matter in charge.

THE CONGRESS. 
TURKISH RESERVE. 

Vienna, June 27.—A Berlin correspondent 
says the pourparlers between the Austrian ahd 
Turkish Pienipotentiaries relative to Bosnia aad 
Herzegovina cause an expectation that the 
Turks may, when this subject is discussed by 
the Congress, abandon the reserve which they 
have hitherto maintained, and make statements 
whieh will manifest the gulf between their 
views and those of the Powers. 

GORTSCHAKOF?F. 

Loxpon, June 27. —A Berlin dispatch states 
that Prince Gortschakoff will atteud Friday’s 
sitting of the Congress. 

It is understood that Russia claims no in- 
fluence even on the Danube. The pourpariers 
seem to show that the Bessarabian question is 
so arranged that Russia only claims territory as 
far as the Kilia mouth of the Danube. 

BOSNIA. 

Lonpon, June 27.—A Berlin dispatch says 
the delegate from Busnia submitted to the 
Congress a memorial setting forth the wishes 
of his countrymen. Among other things, the 
memorial deciares that the Bosnians object to 
the prospect of Austrian occupation, aud inti- 
mate that they would prefer the occupation of 
the country by Servian troops.

A Candid Estimate of His Abilities as a 
Politician. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune.

Some of the Rejected Planks of 
the illinois Republican 
Platform. 


They Would Have Made It 
: Longer, and Possibly 
2 Stronger * 


What Alexander H. Stephens 
Said in His Augusta 
Speech. 


PLATFORM-MAKING. 
SOME OF THR PLANKS RBIBCTED AT SPRING- 
FIELD. q 
To the Batter of The Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 27.—-The great Con- 
vention has come and gone. It nominated an 
unexceptionable ticket, and was regaled by sev- 
eral instructive speeches, and a great one from 
Emery A. Storrs, of your city. The platform 
as adopted has the virtue of brevity at least. 
It does not affirm or deny much, deals very 
gingerly with the Democrats, and speaks mod- 
erately of the Republicans. It has this merit, 
that it leaves every Republican stumper per- 
fectly free to make his own platform and lay 
down his own version of Republican principles. 

There were many resoiutions prepared by 
volunteers and presented to the Platform Com- 
mittée for adoption; but, as the Committee 
were determined to have à platform only two 
minutes long, all of those offerings were 
“tabled in the waste-basket,’? as Mrs. Capt. 
Jenks said of the firet draft of her Sherman 


letter.“ To give your readers an idea of some 


of those “rejected addresses,“ I subjoin the 
following, fished out of the aforesaid waste- 


basket: 

The Republican party of IIlinois, in State 
Convention assembled, indorse and reaffirm the 
declaration of the Cincinnati National Convention 
that 

1. The United States of America is a nation, not 
By the combined workings of the na- 
tonal and State Governments, unter their re- 
spective Constitutions, the richts of every citizen 
should be secured at home and protected abroad, 
and the common welfare promoted. 

2. We agree with our lowa brethren that the new 
Democratic dogma of home rule, which sceks to 
shut out from varticipation in the political affairs 
of the Soathern States all citizens who oppose the 
Democratic party and are not natives of said 
States. and in obedienceto the spirit of which 
every man from the North of Republican sentiment 
is termed a *‘carpet-bageer,"’ is hereby denounced 
as the worst phase of State richte yet developed, 
and we demand for the people of Liinois absolute 
freedom to go whithersoever they may please 
within the limits of the nation with perfect enjoy- 
ment of their rights as citizens, to utter their sen- 
timents by speech of press upon ail subjects toacn- 
ing their interests, and all matters of public con- 
cere. 

3. We extend the hand of fellowship and cordially 
greet such citizens of the South as adhere in good 
falth ta the terms on which the issues of the War 
were settled, inciuding tae constitutional amend- 
ments guarantecing equal civil and political rights, 
‘free speech, a free press; an untrammeled ballot 
Upon these conditions alone can 
sectional etrife be allayed, and seetiona! linea, 
which now alienate in a great measure the South 
from the North, be obliterated. 

Another of the rejected platforms presented 
the following arraignment of the Democrats for 
their shortcomings, false pretenses, and mis- 


chievous doings: 

1. The record of the Democratic party, which 
has controlled the popular branch of Congress for 
several years, demonstrates that it has reached as 
much power a8 is compatible with public safety or 
general welfare. Claiming the sole right to initiate 
all fiscal measures, the Democratic House has oriz- 
inated and passed no bill that lightens the public 
burdens or economizes the taxpayers’ money. 
They undertook to reform the tariff, and made 
such 4 bungie chat in shame and disgust they de- 
capitated tneirown bill. As a measure of internal-

ALEXANDER H. STEPHENS. 
HIS SPEECH AT AUGUSTA, GA., WEDNESDAY 
EVENING—REBUKE TO ACCUSERS ATTEMPT- 

ING TO READ HIM OUT OF THE PARTY. 

Special to Cincinnati Cominerciai. 

Aveusta, Ga., June W.—At 5 o’clock this 
afternoon an immense crowd gathered in front 
of the Central Hotel, composed largely of 
young meu. who came to escort Mr. Stephens 
tothe City-Hall, where he was to address the 
people. A fine band preceded the carriage, 
which was drawn by four white horses, driven 
by the renowned whip, Evans Peggie. A 
threatening cloud deterred large numbers from 
being present, but, when the escort and Mr. 
Stephens arrived in City-Hall Park, at least 
5,000 people were present, among whom were 
many ladies. It was the largest political gath- 
ering seen in this section since the War. The 
appearance of the veteran, as he was assisted 
to the platform, was the signal for loud and 
prolonged cheers. 

Order having been restored, it was moved 
that Maj. Joseph Ganahi take the chair, and 
Col. Louis Dugan act as Secretary. Prayer was 
offered by the Rev. Gen. Evans, and Mr. 
Stephens was introduced by Maj. Ganahl. 

The speaker commenc by saving that he 
appeared before them to give an account ol his 
stewardship. He told them on his arrival on 
Saturday night last that at an early day he 
shouid defend himself against the assaults 
made upon him by divers newspapers in diifer- 
ent parts of the State, charging him with vio- 
lation of those trusts and a forfeiture of the 
confidence which had been reposed in him, and 
demandiug his expulsion by the Democracy of 
the district. These charges were grave. He 
met them with the seriousness ther demanded. 
He bad none of the spirit of ‘ex talion’s against 
thise who brought these charges, but did in- 
tehd to defend himself agdinst the libelous 
actusations. 

Vnat were the charges, then? The first was, 
that be bad violated his trust im the matter of 
the Potter investigation. What had he done in 
that® He had only insisted, in the beginning, 
that the investigation should not be one-sided, 
but should be open for the allegation of fraud 
from all quarters; but that it should be express- 
ly declared in a resolution authorizing the in- 
vestigation that the object was not to assail the 
Presidential title of President Hayes. This was 
the height of his offense with these newspapers 
who call forhis expulsion by the Democracy of 
his district. Whether he was right or wrong, 
an overwhelming majority of the Democracy of 
the House of Representatives indorsed his views 
fully in every particular in less than thirty days 
afterwards.

Vanderbilt Secures Another Im- 
portant Feeder to His 
Great System. 


The Detroit & Milwaukee to Be Sold at 
Publio Auction. 


THE WABASH. 

The case of David J. Tysen, Jr. vs. The Wa- 
bash Railway Company et al.—an application 
for the appointment of a Receiver -was decided 
by Mr. Justice Harlan yesterday afternoon. 

In delivering the opinion orally, be said the 
lines of railway now controlled by the Wabash 
Company were formerly owned by different 
corporations, which respectively executed mort- 
gages for large amounts at different times. In 
1853 the Toledo & Illinois, owning 7534 miles of 
railroad in Ohio, executed a first mortgage for 
$900,000. In the same year, the Lake Erie, Wa- 
bash & St. Louis Railroad, ;owning 116)¢ miles 
in Indiana, executed a first mortgage for 
$2,500,000. Iu 1862 the Lilinois & Southern lowa 
Railroad, owning 2044 miles in IIIinois, exe- 
cuted a first mortgage for $300,000. In 1863, 
the Great Western Railway of 1859, owning 108 
2-10 miles in Illinois, executed a first mortgage 


of $2,500,000. In 1865, the Quincy & Toledo 
Railway, owning 836-10 miles in Dlinots, exe- 
cuted a urst mortgage for $500,000, In 1869, 
the Decatur & East St. Louis, owning 108 miles 
in illinois, executed a first mortgage for 82. 700, 
making an aggregate of first mortgages on 
these different. roads of $9,400,000. Second 
mortgages were issued as follows: In 1858, 
Toledo & Wabash, owning 750 miles in Onio, 
$1,000,000; the same year, the Wabash & Weat- 
ern Railroad, owning 1664¢ miles in Indiana, 
$1,500,000; in 1865, the Great Western Railway 
of 1859, $2,500,000; making an aggregate of 
second mortgages of $5,000,000, In 1867, the 
Toledo, Wabash & Western Railway Com- 
pany, a corporation formed by _  consoli- 
dation, and then owning all the lines 
of railway now operated by the Wabash Rail- 
way Company except the St. Louis Division, 
executed what Was styled in the record The 
consolidated mortgage. In 1873 the consoli- 
datea Toledo, Wabash & Western, then owning 
aud operating the entire line now owned and 
operated by the Wabash Company, executed 
what is spoken of as the gold mortgage.” 
In 1875the Metropolitan Bank and others, of 
New York, fijJed a bill of complaint in the Court 
of Common Pleas of Lucas County, Ohio, seek- 
ing a foreclosure and sale upon the ground of 
default in the payment of interest. Similar 
suite were brought in other State courts, 
aud a Receiver was appointed and 
the line operated by him for 
nearly two years. In June, W, the property 
covered by the gold-bond mortgage was sold 
under decree at publicauction. One Ellis avd 
others became the purchasers at $2,500,000. 
The sale and purchase was subject to all the 
/mortgages prior in time, the continuance of all 
prior mortgage lieus being expressly reserved in 
tho decree, so that the sale was exciusively for 
the interest covered by the gold-bond mortgage. 
The purchase by Ellis and others was made in 
pursuance ofjau understanding previously had 
among those interested in the property, aud 
whose rights were subordinate to those created 
by the first mortgages. Had the foreclosure 
taken piave under the prior mortgages, or any 
of them, or if a forced sale had then been or- 
dered for cash, in view of tbe condition Of 
the country at that time, and in view 
especially of the depressed value of railroad 
property, it was entirely clear that the riguts of 
all the parties would have been seriously in- 
jured if not ruinously sacrificed. Hence the ar- 
rangement to sell under the gold- mortgage. 
One of the purposes of that arrangemeut was, 
if possivie, to save something for the stock- 
holders, who as a general rule ip railroad fore- 
closures lose all. To this end, the Purchasing 
Counnittee 
ORGANIZED A NBW COMPANY 

with acapital of $16,000,000,—the present Wabash 
Railway Company. The stockholders of tne oid 
Compauy were invited to put up 51,600,000. 
With which to buy th@entire stock of the new 
Company, receiving new stock at the rate of 
ten to one on their subscription, and the 160,000 
shares of new stock were subscribed for by the 
oid stockholdera, except 800 shares, which 
were subsequenily taken by the Bondholders’ 
Committee, in accordance with the pian pro- 
pused. 

After the purchase the new Company, on the 
13th of January, 1877, executed what was called 
the Seeley mortgage upon the road for 
$1,026,555 to secure certain indebtedness which 
the new Company agreed to pay at the tune, 
and, as a condition of its purchase, and also to 
raise funds needed by the new organization for 
tue operation of the road. In January, 1877, 
and after theexecution of the Seeley mortgage, 
the funding scheme was proposed to the stock- 
holders, tor the purpose, as the Company de- 
clared, of restoring the property or placing it 
on a substantial and interest-paving basis. The 
main feature of this scheme was to give 
to the holders of past-due 
unpaid coupons of prior mortgages, and cou- 
pons maturing us far ahead as Noveinber, 1878. 
Scrip certificates, to run uutil the maturity of the 
bonds from which the coupons were detached, 
bearing 7 per cent interest, and payable annual- 
ly, the coupons to be returned to the bond- 
hoiders whenever there was deiault iu the pay- 
ment of interest; the certilicate-holders to 
have the option to fund them into 
bonds of $500 and $1,000, with coupons beariug 
7 per cent interest, payable senri-angually, and 
maturing in 1907, when the consolidated bonds 
mature. In order to provide tur the extinguish- 
ment of the funded bonds, the sum oi 5100, 000 
was to be expended annually in their purchase 
and cancellation; the first to be retired first, the 
second second, and the eousolidated last. 

On tue 30th of April, 1878, the funding scheme 
had been expressly agreed to by over 80 per 
cent of all the bondholders. Those who had 
indicated dissent, in express terms, were less 
than 1 per cent. The bondholders owning 
only about $100,000 of bonds, aud who de- 
clined to assent to the funding scheme, had 
caused the present suit aud motion. The re- 
maining bondbolders were silent. so far as the 
record showed. fhe suit was instituted 
by Tyson, who holds some of each class of 
bonds dy com paratively recent purchases made 
in the New York markét, for the purpose of 
having the mortgage foreclosed and the road 
sold because of delault in the interest. ‘he 
matter came before the Court ou an application 
for the appointment of a Receiver pending pro- 
ceedings for foreclosure. 

After referring to the character and extent of . 
the discretion which the Court might exercise 
determining such an application, and reading 
from Story, High, and Jones, and the case of 
Souter, in Second Wallace, 523, the Court said

A DEFAULT IN PAYING INTEREST. 

The present management, in executing the 
funding scheme, bad been paying interest to 
those bondholders who had assented to the 
scheme, but declined to pay interest to the com 
plainant and those joined with him, who bad re- 
fused to become parties to the funding scheme. 
Inc based their action in this particular upon 
the idea that it.was their duty to deal upon 
23238 of equality with all the bondholders. 
t was claimed that the present managers were 
not appiying all the revenue arising from the 
operation of the road to the payment of inter- 
est in the order of priority of mortgages, but 
were applying a portion to the discharge 
of obligations created by the Seeley morigage,

‘That 
it weuld be carried out ih good faith, the evi- 
dence Would not permit thé Court to doubt. 
Without going foto the reasons grising out of 
the evidence tor tue conclusion he had arrived 
at, he wonld say that could not 
doubt that the. appointment of a 
Receiver at this time would not only break up 
this line of railway into its original fragments, 
but would overturn the funding scheme, there- 
by destroying a large per cent of the intome for 
the great majority of the bondholders entitled 
to orelereyce. It would, iu addition, inevitably 
work the financial ruin of all the interests fu- 
yolved in this railroad enterprise subordipate 
to the, Atst-mortgage bondholders, frtluding 
the interests of even the complainant and thise 
united with him in the suit. Those who would 
certainly suffer, and suffer first, would be the 
stockholdets of the old companv, and who be- 
came ‘stockholders in the new organization. The 
earnings of the road had increased every year 
since 1875, the net income that year being 
$660,000, Wmle in 1877 it was $1,384,000; and. 
according to a computation based on the first 
four months, the earnings this year would be 
ever $2,000,000. -

ANOTHER VANDERBILT 
D’ETAT, i 
Tne Grand Trunk interest got an injunction 
in the United States Court at Detroit some two 
weeks ago restraining Vanderbilt from taking 
possession of the Flint & Lansing Road. On 
hearing, the injunction was dissolved last 
Monday. A supplemental bill was filed 
asking for another injunction, hear- 
ing upon which was set down for next 
Monday. Vanderbilt .then gave notice to 
the Receiver of the Chieago & Lake Huron that 
he would take possession Monday, fearing that 
in the meantime an injunction might be got 
from some State Court. He quietly forestalled 
it by taking possession yesterday. His attorney 
states that his object is not to interrupt traffic, 
but to save any legal question in the pending 
litigation by having full possession of the road. 
The action of Vanderbilt in taking possession 
of the Chicago & Northeastern Railroad, the 
section of the Chicago & Lake Huron Railroad 
between Flint and Lansing, shows His determi- 
nation to force the Grand Trunk to the wall by 
depriving it of a Western outlet, thus reducing 
it to merely a local road. For some years past 
the Grand Trunk has been looking 
around for an independent outlet 
to Chicago and the West, fearing 
that their old connection, the Michigan Central, 
might fall into hostile bands. The Chicago & 
Lake Huron Railroad, which had been built by 
Mr. W. L. Bancroft, of Port Huron, afforded 
them a good opportunity to secure such outlet. 
The Chicago & Lake Huron proper consists of 
two sectious, one running from lort Huron to 
‘lint, and the other from Lansing to Val- 
paraiso. The road between Flint and Lansin 
was built by the stockholders of the Chicago & 
Lake Huron after this road had gone 
into the hands of a Receiver, because it 
was thought a better price could be obtained 
for the road if it had a continuous road from 
Port Huron to Valparaiso. This part of the 
Port Huron Road was called the Chicago & 
Northeastern, so as not to be embarrassed by 
the former’s insolvency. The Grand Trunk 
bought up, a large amount of the stock of the 
bankrupt Port Huron Road, but it neglected 
the Chicago & Northeastern, thinking it could 
get this portion for a song if it had the two old 
sections, This plan would have  suc- 
ceeded had not Mr. Bancroft seen 
his opportunity. He drew Vanderbilt’s atten- 
tion to the short-sightedness of the Grand 
Trunk people, and that gentleman, anxious to 
spoil the Grand Trunk’s game, bought up the 
Chicago and Northeastern steck. His acquisi- 
tion of this roa cuts the Port Huron route in 
twain and prevehts the Grand Trunk from using 
it isa Western outlet. Vanderbilt has no par- 
ticular use for this road, but by buying it he 
gained his object and spoiled the scheme ot his 
hated rival. It is said that the Graud Trunk 
may still get the Detroit, Hillsdale & Northern 
indiana Road and connect it withthe Baltimore 
& Ohio. This road is owned by Mr. J. F. Joy 
and others, and these gentiemen are anxious to 
sell. But they will sell to Vanderbilt just as 
soon if not sooner than to the Grand Trunk, 
and Vanderbilt will undoubtedly succeed in 
gobbling up this line also. There remains 
but one more chance for the Grand 
Trunk to get to Cuicago, and that is 
by building a hme from Detroit to Auburn 
on the Baltimore & Onio, a distance of 120 
miles. But to do this money is needed, and, if 
the rumors are true, Mr. Hickson has been uua- 
bie to secure the funds with which to build it 
from the English stockholders, owing to repre- 
scntations made to them by Vanderviit when he 
was in Europe a short time ago. They may yet 
change their minds when they see the true in- 
warduess of Vanderbilt's game, and furnish the 
money with which to build the line and secure 
ah independent outlet in spite of Vanderbilt's 
tactics. *

Drrnotr, June 27.~The Detroit & Milwan- 
kee case was settled in the Wayne Circuit Court 
to-day. As ninety-three of the bondholders 
have signed an asscnt to the reorganization 
scheme proposed by the Great West- 
ern, the decree was settled in accord- 
ance with that scheme, and the road 
ordered sold at public auction after six 
months’ advertisement. The proceeds of the 
sale are to be applied, first, to the liquidation 
of prior incumbrances amounting to $1,200,000, 
moatly in Receiver’s certificates.

Sidney D. Miller, representing some of 
the bondholders, objected to the decree, and 
may appeal to the Supreme Court to seek a 
modification.

A PHILADELPHIA TRAGEDY.

PHILADELPHIA, June 27.—On Wednesday night 
George W. Sciles,a wharf-builder and seafar- 
ing man, told bis little boy Charles: Your 
mother had better behave herself, or she’ll sud- 
denly stop her pranks.““ In the moru- 
ing Stiles got up early and went to 
a bureau drawer, from which he took a 
seven-barreled pistol. He then drew from 
under a chest of drawers a sharp sheath-knife, 
such as merchant sailors wear attached to their 
belts around their waists. These two weapons 
he pushed into the breast of his sailor’s shirt 
and passed down stairs. His wife was lying 
on a sofa, and he spoke to her as 
he passed out of the door. It was then 5 
o'clock. He came in again and passed up- 
stairs, and at 6:80 o’clock he came down with a 
quick step, and, holding the pistol in his right 
hand, pointed it fairly at his wife’s heart, 
and, shouting, Take that, damn you!” 
fired. The ball struck her in the breast, making 
a small hole, from which the blood came only 
in drops. She fell forward, and then crawled” 
into the court. Meanwhile, the husband, having 
thrown the pistol on the floor, rushed up-stairs, 
where the little girl, Lillie May, was sleeping 
in her crib. His son Samuel, aged 14, heard 
the report, and rushed into the house just as 
the father was partly up the stairs. He cried 
to him to stop, but the enraged man, 
who is described as being at the time 
in a demoniacal passion, warned him 
away and sprang to the child. Grasping ber in 
his jeft hand, even as she called to him, he drew 
the shining blade across her neek, partly sever- 
ing the jugular vein. ThrowWfng tne bleeding 
babe upon the floor, he used the knile 
upon his own throat, but, as is 
usual in such cases, the blade was placed too 
bigh, where the ves separate, and the incision 
stopped when the subject feit the pain his own 
hand was inflicting. Throwing the knife aside, 
he started to go down-stairs, shricking the while 
Murder!“ and * Help!“ but, half-way down, 
his strength failed bim, and he fell. The mur- 
derer and would-be suicide aud his victims were 
taken to the hospital, where the child soon 
after died. Tne murderer’s wounds were dress- 
ed, and it is the medical man’s opinion 
that he is in no danger except 
such as justice may bring to 
bim. He will not die from the wound he has in 
the neck now. The woman’s condition is, per- 
haps, more dangerous. She says: We have 
had seven children. Four are buried and one is 
dead down-stairs. Oh, my darling, my dar- 
ling! idow could he do it! OI may God's curse 
fall upon him for this deed!” . 


RASCALS CAUGHT.

The Committee 
exceeded its authority in incurring expendi- 
tures, and illegal ret sah are being resorted 
to for the payment of some of them,—such 
as drafts upon the miscellaneous fund, os- 
tensibly for fuel and oil,” but in reality to 
pay some of the more favored experts. 
There is an excellent outlook for an investi- 
gation of Gioven’s investigators which will 
eclipse all the disclosures, real or bogus, al- 
leged to have been made by the Committee 
itself. 


The European Congress has settled affairs 
in Eastern Europe so far as Bulgaria is con- 
cerned, and has erected that long-suffering 
Christian province into an autonomous prin- 
cipality, with the Danube and the Balkans as 
its northern and southern limits. The claims 
of Servia and Montenegro are also in the 
way of settlement; The only State that 
remains in doubt is Greece, and she is elam- 
oring to have a reorganization of Thes- 
saly and Epirus, and an extension 
of her frontier so as to embrace 
at least a portion of her ancient domin- 
ions. There are good reasons why she 
should expect consideration at the hands of 
the Congress. If England had not opposed 
the advance of the Greek army and advised 
the Government to wait the issue of the war 
and the decisions of the Congress, Thessaly 
and Epirus would have been incorporated in 
the Grecian territory. The Thessalian in- 
surgents suspended hostilities upon the 
solemn promise of England that their claims 
as well as the claims of the Greeks should 
be admitted and acknowledged by the Con- 
gross. The Athens correspondent of the 
London Tunes intimates that the heavy ex- 
penses incurred by Greece in military prepa- 
rations, and the crowding of thousands of 
fugitives upon her frontiers, have so un- 
settled her finances that any disappointment 
as to an increase of her territory would 
plunge her into bankruptcy and anarchy, 
and bring on a struggle between Greek and 
Tusk which would reopen the whole Eastern 
question and perpetuate insurrection and 
reaction. The Greeks, again, have good 
hopes of obtaining a portion of their ancient 
territory, because it is for the advantage 
of England, Austria, France, and Italy, 
if not of Germany, to offset the preponder- 
ance of Russia in the East, as she has al- 
ready crossed the Danube and the Balkans, 
and is raising some of the Slavic provinces 
into independent nationalities. It would 
be useless for England to oppose Slavism, 
for it has triumphed; but she may, to a cer- 
tain extent, emancipate it from Russian in- 
fluences by raising up Hellenism as a rival, 
and thus establishing a strong barrier to 
Russian progress. ‘The prospects look favor- 
able for Greece. France and Italy are urg- 
ing her claims, and Germany does not op- 
pose them. While England manifestly would 
not cage to take an active part in forwarding 
the Greek claim, as it would make an enemy 
of Turkey, whom she would like to have as 
a future ally, it is evident enough that she 
is quietly pushing the claim by securing the 
advocacy of the other Powers for it. 


A DEMOCRATIC DECEPTION. 
The Democrats, under the dictation of 
Tom Ewido, one of their own members of 
Congress, have made the following demand 
in their platform : 


The gradual substitution of United States leqat- 
tender paper for National Bank notes. and its per- 
manent re-establishment as the sole paper mouey 
of the country, made receivable for all dues to the 
Government, and of equal tender with coin, the 
amount of euch issues to be so regulated by legis- 
lation or organic law ae to give the people assur- 
ance of stability in the volume of the currency, and 
consequent stability of value. 


This is a demand for the passage of a law 
which would be unconstitutional, and would 
be so declared by the United States Supreme 
Court in the first test-case that should be pre- 
sented to that tribunal. Noone knows this 
fact any better than Tom Ewe, who is the 
author of the resolution, and his knowledge 
is shared by every Democratic member from 
Ohio and every Democratic lawyer who has 
ever given the subject any thought. This is 
no uncertain statement so far as EwWINd is 
concerned, as the following bit of history 
will show : | 

During the late session of Congress, Ew- 
ING, as a leading member of the House Fi- 
nance Committee, framed a bill for the ex- 
press purpose of substituting United States 


Treasury notes for the outstanding National 


Bank notes. This bill made the new issue 
of Treasury notes receivable for all dues to 
the Government, including the customs du- 


private debts. The reason why the proposed 
issue of new notes was not to be made lega!- 
tender was because the Democrats in favor 
of retiring the bank notes knew, in the light 
of a former decision of the Supreme Court, 
that their character as legal-tender could not 
be enforced. The Supreme Court has held 
that the authority to make Treasury notes a 
legal-tender was derived from the condition 
of war, and the overpowering necessities of 
the Government incident thereto, and that 
the issue of such notes must be confined 
within the $400,000,000 limit fixed by Con- 
greas at the tame the war-power authority 


knew very well that any attempt to issue 
legal-tender Treasury notes in time of pro- 
found peace, and in excess of the war issue 
of $400,000,000 of forced-loan paper, 
would be declared unconstitutional, and they 
therefore refrained from 9 the 
legal-tender feature into their bill.

A proposition was made 
to the House Committee which would have 
overcome this objection to Ewixe's measure, 
viz.: To make the new Treasury notes re- 
deemable in legal-tender, the same as the 
bank notes now are, and to retain in the 
United States Treasury as a redemption 
fund the difference between the outstanding 
legal-tenders and the constitutional limit of 
$400,000,000. But at no time was it con- 
templated to make a new issue of legal-ten- 
dere as a substitute for bank-notes, because it 
was known by Ewrne and the Democrats 
that this could not be done. Nevertheless, 
Tom Ewixd is willing to go on deceiving 
such Ohio Democrats as do not understand 
the law. 


THE VANDERBILT RAILROAD POLICY. 

The recent action of VANDERBILT in se- 
curing possession of the control of the 
transportation business between the West 
and the East has been already discussed upon 
the theory that he will use this power not to 
extort from the people their substance, but 
to manage’ the transportation business for 
the public good. The old practice was to 
exact the greatest sum of money for the 
least possible service; to put the rates of 
transportation so high that production was 
limited and in a great measure profitless. 
The policy was to skin the country, and this 
led to a system of railroad management 
that was dishonest, profligate, and in 
the end ruinous. Since then more 
than one-half the railroads of the coun- 
try, computed by mileage, have become 
bankrupt, the stock swept away, and the 
control or ownership transferred to other 
hands. The rates for transportation have 
been revolutionized. Prices of all commodi- 
ties have fallen in the world’s markets, and 
the rates of transportation have fallen with 
them. Breadstuffs at the present prices in 
Liverpool would hardly pay the cost of 
transportation at the rates charged a few 
years ago. The reduction of the rates of 
freights has been a blessing to the 
country. To it is due toa large extent our 
ability to export breadstuffs and provisions, 
and thus furnish the nation with the large 
and increasing surplus over our imports 
with which we are not only pay- 
ing our debts, but drawing hither an 
amount of metallic currency unprecedented 
in our history, and which is aiding the Gov- 
ernment to fund the national debt at as low 
arate as 4 percent. Any return tothe rates 
of transportation of former days would in- 
volve the ruin of the productive interests of 
the country. It would amount to confisca- 
tion and spoliation. It would arrest produc- 
tion by rendering it impossible to sell what 
was produced, and by taking from the peo- 
ple the ability to sell the product of their 
own labor also take from thein the means of 
buying the product of other men’s labor. It 
would paralyze industry, and of necessity 
would deprive the railroads of their busi- 
ness. Under the reduced rates of trans- 
portation production has vastly increased 
and the tonnage of merchandise moved has 
become enormous. Despite the reducticn of 
prices, and in fact as a consequence, the mar- 
kets of the world have been drawn nearer, 
and to-day, as markets, Chicago and Liver- 
pool are as near, if not nearer, than were 
Chicago and New York under the old rates 
of transportation. 

There are two distinct policies, either of 
which VANDERBILT in his present supremacy 
may adopt. The one is an attempted return 
to the old rates of freight, which may be ex- 
plained as requiring a man having a bushel 
of grain for sale to send two other bushels to 
pay the cost of transporting one to market. 
The other policy is, that the greater the 
amount of merchandise transported the 
greater the profit, even if the rate be re- 
duced, so that the railroads will endeavor to 
transact all the business possible, and from 
the aggregate, at low rates, draw a fair, lib- 
eral profit, thus compensating the corpora- 
tion while adding to the prosperity of the 
country, and encouraging and promoting ad- 
ditional productions, to be in turn added to 
the business of the roads. Mr. VaNDRnnI r 
has now the equivalent of four tracks from 
Chicago to New York, fed at all points by 
tributaty roads. He is in position to 
dictate to the other trunk lines. They 
are in no condition to compete 
with him, unless by going into bankruptcy, 
and it is not his policy that they should 
become bankrupt. He was forced by these 
roads a few years ago into a pool by which 
rates were computed by mileage from the 
West to the seaboard cities, and not by the 
cost of transportation. He is now prepared 
to name such terms as he may dictate. Will 
he dictate a general return to high rates, or 
will he, recognizing the great blessings of 
cheap transportation, adopt that policy which 
will give each road full employment to the 
extent of its capacity, and thus enable all the 
roads at low rates, from the increase of their 
business, to reap profits? As there is more 
profit in the transportation of 1,000 cars at 
$100 per car than in the transportation of 
100 cars at $200 per car, so the railroads 
may, with a largely-increased business,, ex- 
change a profitable tariff of high rates for a 
more profitable tariff of low rates. 

The presence of lake navigation, with the 
Mississippi and St. Lawrence Rivers and the 
Erie Canal, must, during the season, always 
limit the maximum rates of rail transporta- 
tion. This is something which cannot be 
suppressed, nor can it be bought up, nor 
can it be pooled. When navigation is closed, 
the railroads may advance their rates, but 
even then they will be controlled, so far as 
the grain trade is concerned, by the water- 
route. Chicago and the other lake cities 
have the capacity to warehouse, and the cap- 
ital to carry every bushel of grain that is 
offered for sale during the close of naviga- 
tion. The cost of warehousing and the in- 
terest on the money are matters of exact 
computation, and if the advance of rail 
freighis for the winter season materially 
exceed the cost of holding the grain here, 
then not a bushel will go forward. Under 
these circumstances, the power of the rail- 
roads to return to high rates must always 
be limited by the water routes, which, on 
the completion of the Canadian ship-canals, 
will be more competing than even at present. 

Whatever combination Mr. Vanpersitr 
may dictate to the other trunk lines must 
therefore be on the general basis of the 
cheap rates of transportation which have 
prevailed during the last few years, and may 
find form in the establishment of a perma- 
nent rate for summer and another for win- 
ter transportation, and whatever rate may 
be established he can compel the other roads 


to accept and abide by. Practically, he has 


grasped the lion's share of the trade for his 
roads between the lakes and New York City, 
and may compel the other lines to accept any 
portion of that trade on his own terms, If 
he be equal to the grand opportunities he 


now possesses, he may rescue railroad man- 
agement from the reckless, and 
spendthrift system it is and has been, and 
place it on a basis of public as well as of 
corporate interests, treating those interests 
as inseparable, to be promoted alike, and in 
doing this will entitle himself to be classed 


as a national benefactor. 8 


THE GREAT EWING FOLLY. 
The Ohio Democratic Convention seems 


have been held mainly for the purpose of 
promulgating Tom Ewixd's peculiar financial 
sophistries. Among other things it de- 
mands, as a further act of justice, as well 
as measure of relief, the repeal of the Re- 
sumption act and the lawful liberation of 
coin befirded in the Treasury.” It may be 
permitted to remark that the insertion of 
this resolution was a significant reminder of 
Mr. Ewixd's failure as a member of Con- 
gress, for he explicitly promised his con- 
stituents that, if they would send him to 
Congress, he would have that Resumption 
act repealed within sixty days. Mr. Ewrtne 
failed to keep his promise, and, asa matter 
of fact, the only financial measures which 
became laws were designed and will operate 
to assist resumption. The Ohio Democrats, 
however, have elected to stand by Ew- 
1na’s doctrine, though they may hereafter 
decide to select some Congressional agent 
more competent to carry it through Con- 
gress, 

It was a very common occurrence during 
the recent session of Congress for Ew- 
ma and a number of his fellow-Demo- 
crats to howl for the repeal of this Resump- 
tion act, but. they were shrewd enough not 
to enter upon any elaborate reasons for the 
demand. They contented themselves with 
generalizations. The Ohio platform-makers 
have not been so wise, and have given as a 
specific reason why they desire the act re- 
pealed, that such repeal would result in ‘‘ the 
liberation of coin hoarded in the Treasury. 
But this is precisely what it would not do. 
The Ohio platform seeks to convey the im- 
pression that the indefinite postponement of 
resumption would bring the gold now in the 
Treasury jpto general circulation. But such 
a result could not possibly ocour. With no 
specific promise of resumption aheagggold 
would acquire an additional value over irre- 
deemable paper currency. The greenback 
dollar would almost immediately decline 
again perhaps into the eighties, where it 
would remain with more or less fluctuation 
until inflation should begin. With new 
issues of irredoemable paper currency, the 
greenbacks would depreciate into the seven- 
ties, sixties, fifties, and soon; their value 
would be governed by the amount issued, and 
might run down to nearly nil. The gold and 
silver in the United States Treasury would not 
find its way into the hands of the people. If 
the Government paid it out, it would not pass 
it at par with a depreciated paper currency, 
but at its market value ; then it would be 
sent abroad in exchange for foreign goods, 
or hoarded in vaults for its exceptional 
value, or passed from one safe to another by 
those who should gamble on its relative 
value from day to day. If it were issued in 
exchange for United States bonds, which 
would be the most natural way for getting 
rid of it, then the bulk would go for bonds 
held abroad, and that paid out for bonds 
held at home would eventually go abroad or 
be hoarded for the purposes already stated. 
Not one dollar of this gold and silver would 
be in actual circulation alongside of a depre- 
ciated, sinking currency not redeemable in 
anything. 

But the accomplishment of resumption 
under the act as it now stands will bring 
about just what the Ohio Democrats prom- 
ise for the repeal. It will liberate about 
8200. 000. 000 of gold and legal-tender silver, 
now hoarded because there is still a slight 
premium over the greenbacks. Resumption 
once attained, the coin dollar will have no 
greater value than the greenback dollar re- 
deemable in coin on demand. It will perform 
no service which the greenback dollar can- 
not perform equally well, and there will be 
no advantage in keeping it out of circulation 
any longer. Resumption will accomplish 
notably three things: (1) It will absolutely 
fix the value of greenbacks, and thus give 


the country a stable and uniform currency; 


(2) it will bring $200,000,000 of coininto cir- 


culation that now lie idle in gold, sil- 


ver, and bullion; (3) it will add steadily 
from 80,000,000 to 8100, 000,000 an- 
nually to the coin money-stock of the 
country by providing for the circula 
tion of the gold and silver produced by 
the American mines and sent here from 
abroad in exchange for Ameriqgn exports. 
This will be expansion, not inflation,—real 
blood, not water. In demanding the repeal 
of the Resumption act, the Ewmea Demo- 
crats of Ohio seek to deprive the American 
people of the substantial benefits sure to en- 
sue from an enlarged supply of genuine 
money, and the new enterprise, manufac- 
ture, investments, and trade which such an 
enlarged supply will promote.

SLAVOPHILISM. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of th 
London Times has furnished that paper with 
the best description of the Slavonic societies 
of Moscow and St. Petersburg that we have 
yet seen, and as these societies played a very 
important part in the early stages of the 
Russo-Turkish war, and in 1876 made it pos- 
sible for Servia to revolt by sending her 
money and volunteers, some of the more 
prominent facts contained in his letter will 
be of interest to our readers. The Slavo- 
phil school originated in Moscow, and Wad 
its foundation upon theological biases. The 
founders, Kmomrakorr and ConsTANTINE AR- 
BAKOFF, were religious enthusiasts, and car- 
ried their religious habits to the verge of 
asceticism. They contended that the East- 
ern Church, by avoiding the extremes of 
Protestantism on the one hand and Cathol- 
icism on the other, had within it the germs 
of a new and permanent philosophy which 
would develop immense power and in- 
fluence long after the Western Churches had 
gone to pieces of their own rottenness. 
Acting upon this assumption, Moscow Slav- 
ophilism commenced a bitter and vigorous 
crusade against Western theology, politics, 
culture, and society, and rested its hopes for 
the Slavic future upon the triumph of the 
Eastern Church, Its distinctive characteris- 
tie was theological, and ite founders relied 
upon the theological element to achieve 
future moral and intellectual success. 


When Slavophilism appeared in St. Peters-. 
burg, it was in a new garb: It had a differ- 


ent foundation, and it sought different 


results. Thére is as essential a difference 


between St. Petersburg and Moscow as be- 
tween, Boston and New York. Like the 
Modern Athens,” St. Petersburg assumes 
to be highly intellectual. It is a city of new 
philosophies, of advanced ideas, of meta- 
physics as opposed to theology, and of isms 
and notions. It has Ratrg Watpo Emer- 
soxs and Joserpx Cooks. It has Radical 
Clubs. It absorbs foreign philosophies. 
Ii is saturated with French materialism and 


by other systems and undergoing radical 
change. This was the experience of Slav- 
ophilism, and the change was a radical one. 
Its religious character disappeared. The in- 
tclligence of St. Petersburg declared that 
perfect development could only be obtained 
through metaphysical means. In like man- 
ner the French Communist Rea@nautr de- 
clared religion to be a drag upon progress 
and ordered the arrest of Gop, and Karn 
Maxx, the German Socialist, affirmed it to 
be the opium of the nations. While the Mos- 
cow Slav holds to the traditions and advo- 
cates. religious and moral culture, the St. 
Petersburg Slav cuts loose from religion, and 
advocates the emancipation of oppressed 
Slavic races and tribes with the view of 
making them allies for political purposes. 
The Moscow Slav, in fact, cares very little 
for the ethnological element or for the 
freedom of the Southern Slavs. He is even 
somewhat bitter against the Russians, as 
will be seen by the following bold language 
recently printed in the Gols: 


The Russian hand is too heavy, and emancipation 
by the Russians 18 out of all comparison more ter- 
rible than Turkish oppression or Austrian exploita- 
tion. We must, therefore, use Russia for our own 
ends, We must use her name to frighten our op- 
pressors, and her force to free ourselves from them 
when a fitting opportunity occurs. But when we 
have freed ourselves, Heaven forbid that we should 
fall under her domination or strong exclusive 
influence, and that we should’ introduce 
the Kussian order of things! On the other 
hand, the strength of Russia is our weakness. 
If she were not so terrible, Europe would not be 
afraid, and would not use, as at present. all possi- 
bie efforts to prevent our emancipation and devel- 
opment. Europe is afraid that we should unite 
with Russla, and, by forming with her a single 
whole, we should crush all other nations and anni- 
hilate their civilization which they have taken cen- 
turies to elavorate. 


Thus it will be seen that there is a sharp 
antagonism between Slavophilism in Moscow 
and St. Petersburg, and there is also a bitter 
animosity between leaders. Indeed, this is a 
characteristic of all radical reformers, s0- 
dalled. Socialism and Communism are full 
of it, and therein lies one of the principal 
conditions of public safety, namely, that no 
leader will ever have time to accomplish any- 
thing before some rival leader pulls him 
down. One of ,Mrenancrnon’s bitterest op; 
ponents in the Reformation was Maprtn 
Lutraer. This antagonism is already bear- 
ing its natural fruit. In the latter part of 
May a meeting was held at St. Petersburg to 
celebrate the anniversary of Cyrinivus and 
Metuoprivus, the two missionaries who were 
principally instrumental in 
the Slavs to Christianity. The attendance 
was very small indced, and, in commenting 
upon it, the Gols asserts that none of the 
champions of Slavic regeneration were pres- 
ent, and that the most influential members 
of former times have retired. It says: 
Loug before the insurrection in Bosnia and 
Herzegovina the St. Petersburg section of 
the Slavonic Committee counted its membors 
by hundreds. In the time of the Servian 
war the number rose to thousands. Last 
year it was only 600. Now, so far as is 
known, it is only 300 or less.” One of the 
most significant features of this sudden cool- 
ness of enthusiasm and lack of interest is its 
indication of a change of feeling upon the 
‘part of the Russians with regard to the 
recent war. The Times correspondent calls 
attention to this, and asserts that many peo- 
ple are contending that the treasure and the 
efforts squandered in the war might have 
been more profitably used at home. Even 
the President of the St. Petersburg So- 
ciety, in his speech at the meeting to which 
reference has been made, said: We Rus- 
siaus gave way to delusions in imagining that 
in civilization and culture we stand as high 
above the other Slavs as the Russian Empire 
by its administrative and military forces 
towers above the petty Slavonic Principali- 
ties. First of all, Russian science, literature, 
pedagogy, and the press should continue to 
yerfect themselves. By investigating our 
dwn national life, and developing our gwn 
religious and moral se)f-consciousness, we 
afford the other Slavs, perhaps, more bene- 
fit than by expressions of our sympathy and 
co-operation.” This is very strong language, 
coming from such a source, but may not its 
sentiment in part account for the remarkable 
concessions Which Russia has already made 
in the Congress and the apparent unreluct- 
ance with which she has abandoned the 
Slavs south of the Balkans after rescuing 
them from the Turkish yoke ? 


The use of confidential letters to injure an 
antagonist in politics is not to be commended, 
but there are occasions where one feels inclined 
to condoue such an offense. An occasion of this 
sort, we believe, exists in warfare upon a man 
like Senator CONKLING, who, professin® to bee 
Republican, has been “putting up“ jobs to vex 
the Republican President and to rupture the 
Republican party, and has formed alliances with 
the corrupt Tammany oligarchy to protect him- 
self againat the consequences of the disgust of 
pure-minded Republicans—playing Joux KELLY 
against Grog -WiLLiIaM Conris. JONN 
F. Mines, sometime editor of COoNK- 
LING’s personal organ, the Utica epudlican, 
has raked up bis Old emplover’s record with 
startling effect, taking as his text the leonine 
majesty and lordly contempt of secret and dis- 
honorable methods which, say the Conklingites, 
characterize the Young-Man-Afraid-of-His- 
Speeches. He points out that ConkKLING en- 
tered public life by stabbing a Republican in the 
back, destroying O. B. Matrrson by securing, 
in order to prejudice electors against him, copies 
of a confidential letter. The man who stole 
the letter from a safe was put in office by Conx- 
LING, and is still maintained there. Then Mr. 
Mies rakes up a case where, in the dark davs 
of 1864, Roscoz CONKLING secured pert ion 
for a deserter to return irom Canada, whither 
he had fled on being drafted, without paying a 
dollar of commutation, using his influence 
on condition that the deserter's father 
should vote for Connie in the 
Convention. Then he produces letters of in- 
struction sent to bimself from Coxk1WNd's 
private secretary, giving the personal organ of 
the majestic Senator instruction how to defame 
Republican Representatives guilty of tne offense 
of resenting the dictation of Mr. ConKLING, and 
describing the Administration as being in a 
pitiable attitude, without any ove to do it 
honor,“ sneering offensively.at the President's 
wife and family, gibiug Senators Hoar, Dawgs, 
and BuRNSIDE, and suggesting that the editor 
had better lam it to them,“ “them refer- 
ring to the Administration Republicans. It is an 
interesting, probably accurate, picture of Ros- 
cok CONKLING as a coward as well as a bully.

They made their 
raids where they could most easily supply them- 
selves, Thouch willing to give them room 
enough to grow grass and grain, Austria is in- 
flexibly opposed to giving them a seaport, the 
reason for which is given for the firat time by 
the Therapia correspondent of the London 
Times. He says: 

The circumstances of their existence have com- 
bined to give the Montenegrins aflventurous and 
predatory habits, and until these habits have un- 
dergone the change which the cession fo them of 
territory for agricultural purposes would bo de- 
signed to prepare, the possession of seaports would 
certainly suggest smuggling (perbaps even piracy) 
in the absence of any present or immediately pro- 
spective foreign commerce, The topographical 
features of the Black Mountain adapt it singularly 
well to the uses of the smuggler en grand, and it 
would be easy to make the principallty into a de: 
pository of contraband goods of snch dimensions 
as to etultify all the commercial treaties existing 
between Anstro-Hungary, Turkey, Servia, Rou- 
mania, and other countries. 

He also intimates that during the past twenty 
years the relations between Russia and Mou- 
tenegro have pecoméso intimate that any sea- 
port ziven to Montenegro would simply be a 
naval station for Russiain the Adriatic. It is to 
be hoped, however, after the little principality 
has been bandied back and forward long enough 
between the Great Powers, that they will have 
suflicieot maguanimity to make her some com- 
pensatioa for her gallantry and long struggle 
with the Turks, and to recognize the splendid 
beroism of the unconquerable warriors of the 


Black Mountains. 


There is no mistaking the lesson of the 
Oregon election, and Republican managers 
everywhere will do well to cut it out and paste 
it in their hats.

Gan Dran. III., June 26.—In a circular received, 
from the Postmaster-General, dated June 10, 1878, 
he says, in view of the probable change in the law 
regulating the compensation of Postmasters, mak- 
ing the compensation depend upon the amount of 
stamps canceled instead of stamps sold, Postmas- 
ters should govern themselves accordingly. Has 
such a law been passed by the late Congress? 
Please answer. G. R. Taxis, Postmaster. 


The law making appropriations for ‘the Post- 
Office service for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 
1878, fixes the compensation of Postmasters of 
the fourth class as follows: “That the com- 
pensation of Postmasters of the fourth class 
shall be the whole of the box-rents collected at 
their offices and commissions on unpaid letter- 
postage collected, on amounts received from 
waste paper, dead newspaners, printed matter, 
and twine sold, and on postage-stampa, stamped 
envelopes, postal-cards, and newspaper and 
periodical stamps canceled as postages on matter 
actually majled at their offices.” After fixing 
the percentum of commissions, ete., the law 
provides that no Postmaster of any class, or 
other person connected with the postal service, 
intrusted with the sale or custody of pestage- 
stamps, stamped envelopes, or postal-cards, shall 
use or dispose of taem in the payment of debts 
or in the purchase of merchandise or other 
salable articles, or pledge or hypothecate the 
same, or sell or dispose of them except for cash, 
or sell or dispose of postage-stamps or postal- 
cards for any larger or less sum than the values 
indicated on their faces, orsell or dispose of 
stamped envelopes for a larger or less sum than 
is charged tiiérefor by the Post-Office Depart- 


ment.“

DEATH OF GEORGE EAGER, 

The somewhat noted George Eager “ passed 
iu his chips shortiy after 8 o’clock last even- 
ing at a place known as Chittenden’s 
Road House, between. South Chicago and 
the Calumet River. lle had been out 
at Oakwood Cemetery during the day interring 
the rémains of his aged father, who died some 
two weeks ago, and whose remains have since 
been lying in the vault. . He was in his usual 
good health all day, and even up to the very 
moment of his death accounted himself a verv 
healthy man. Apoplexy is the supposed cause 
of his sudden death. 

George Eager was about 44 years of age, was 
born in Missouri, andhas relatives reputed to 
be quite respectable in Milwaukee. Death is a 
mantie that ought to cover even more than 
chagty, but of Eager it may be justiv said that 


he was shrewd to a fault in turning a penny 


to his own advantage. ‘ihis led nim into many 
situations which the world does not account 
honest. But with all his faults, those who 
knew him longest and best were his firm 
friends and greatest admirers. 

His estate is valued at about $150,000. This 
money he made throuzh a livery business 
that was at one time in quite a flourish- 
ing condition, and by becoming a profes- 
sional bailer at the Armory Polſce Court. 
Some two years ago, Eager was cast down and 
out of the lucrative bail business, and troubles 
have multiplied. Within the past year 
he was arrested, firat for receiving a 
part of a large sum of money stolen 
frém a man named Dahlguist by the notorious 
cyprian, Teenie Davenport. Upon this charge 
he was tried and convicted in the Criminal 
Court, and punishment fixed at two years in the 
Penitentiary. 

While this trial was proceeding he was arrest- 
ed for beiug the head of a gang of burglars that 
were supplying cloth to the tailor shop of 
Julius M. Stein, and on this charge he was 
also found guilty and punishment fixed 
t one year in the Penitentiary. Through hooks 
and crooks ju the progress of the case, explana- 
tions of which would consume column upon 
column of revelations, none of the 
guilty parties in either case ever reached the 
Penitentiary, and Eager has consequently gone 
‘*scot free,“ under the pretense of a defective 
trial. Now death has absolved him both from 
the lawyers and others who preyed upon his 
pocketbook, his aearest possession, and also 
from all punishments that two juries saw fit to 
inflict upon him.

THE EOTHEN’S VOYAGE. 


The schooner Eothen has sailed on her erpe- 
dition in search of the relics of the Franklin 
Expedition. These relics are believed to be 
“cairned” on an island inhabited by the 
Natchilles, a warlike tribe, larger than the 
ordinary Esquimaux, in the Gulf of Boothbia, 
not fur from Franklin Bay, but not yet laid 


down in any chart. The vessel  car- 
ries twenty-five men, all told. Capt. 


Thomas F. Barry, whose discovery of the spoon? 
bearing Sir John Franklin’s crést and some In- 
itials, led to the present expedition, ts in com- 
mand. Lieut. Frederick Schwatka, of the 
Third United States Cavalry, is in com- 
mand of the searching party. which will work 
under Capt, Barry’s instructions, Col. W. H. 
Gilder, an officer of volunteers during the late 
Civil War, is second in command. Tue ship’s com- 
pany is as follows: Jeremiah Bumpus, first mats:

The Eothen will first touch at Whale Point, 
Hudson's Bay, to take on a number of Esqui- 
maux, increasing the searching party to twenty, 
and thence proceed to Beach Point, Repulse 
Bay, 140 miles north At Whaie Point, as 
stated to the Tribune of Oct. 31, 1877, Capt. 
Barry first met the natives from whom he 
bought the spoons. They gathered about 
his winter quarters at Marble Isiand, rewain- 
ing until his ship salled, iu the spring. Two 
other spoons, bearing the Frauklin crest, 
and the initials “8. 8. S.,“ in their possession, 
were purchased by the United States Consul at 
St. Johus. ‘lhe property bas since been re- 
stored to the niece of Sir John Franklin, who 
identified them. The Esquimaux stated that 
the vessel irom which they gut the was 
crushed bv the ice at an islaud near Cape Hallo- 
well, and became a total wreck. The crew, 
among whom was Sir John Franklin, whom 
they recognized as Hilata or leader, were 
taken by the natives to a point near Cape 
Engietield, 640 miles from Whale Point, where, 
one by one, they perished of cold, hunger, and 
sickness, apd were buried by beum sewed up in 
skins, placed on the ground, abd ‘covered with 
stones to keep off the wolves and bears. The 
winter Was severe and game scarce, and the 
superstitious natives attributed these misfor- 
tunes tothe anger of the Great Spirit at the 
‘presence of white men. Cupt. Barry stated 
as his belief that some of the er were 
killed avd eaten by these natives, but that 
probably most of them died. An important 
fact communicated by the Natchilles was that 
the white men left a number of books with 
writing in them, which were also burned at 
Englefield, Which is about 900 miles inland, and 
has never yet been reached by avy exploring 
party. These natives are oe. feared 
by the other tribes Esquimaux, 
from. whom they diifer in many respects, 
being large, well proportioned, very wariike 
and aggressive, and speaking anyther language. 
‘They cunnot understand the other tribes,” 
said ‘“‘Esquimau Joe,” who then pointed 
out on the chart, which he seemed to 
know by heart, the situatious of various tribes, 
indicating which were councected by similarity 
of speech, and which were strangers to each 
other. Tne situation of thé islaud he was not 
certain of, but indicated a polut iu the northern 
part of the Gulf of Boothia. 

Leaving Repulse Bay, the searching party, 
according to Capt. Barry’s plau, will take sledges 
and go across the country to Engietield. The 
journey wiil occupy four or five weeks. The ex- 
pedition will cost about $25,000. It expects to 
be gone not less than two years and à half. 
Stores for eighteen months were takeu on the 
Eothen, and wore will be sent next spring, by 
the whaling brig Henry Trowbridge of this port. 
The party is well armed, and curries aimmu- 
nition lor the entire thirty months, 
The stores consist of cauned meats—roast lamb, 
beef, etc.; canned fruits aud vezetubles, espe- 
cially apples; flour, corn-starch, Iudian-meal, 
coffee, tea, chocolate, sugar, molasses, Vinegar, 
and borse-radish as a preventive of scurvy. 
it is expected that plenty of fresh meat can be 
obtained, as King Wuliam’s Land is rich in 
game, such as deer, seal, ducks, wild geese, etc. 
Contributions of supplies have been ample, and 
probably niore than can be used, but cash cou- 
tributions are still not over large.

BERNARD’S FIGHT. 

San FRANCi800, June 27.—A Silver City die- 
patch says: In the recent attack of Berpard’s 
command upon the hostiles the latter are re- 
ported to have had 1,500 warriors. The Indians 
were not aware of the presence of the hee g 
Gers. Their stock was uncuarded. 
nard addressed his troops, informing them 
that they were close by the enemy, and 
could whip them. He charged them not to re- 
treat; if they did they would be shot, and they 
might as well die by shots fired by the savages 
as our men. The soldiers went silently for- 
ward, and attacked a savage force three times, 
greater than theirown. When within 500 yards 
of the enemy the order was given to charge. 
McGregor’s company was near by, and they 
charged also. The savages fled in dismay. 
Large numbers of them were killed. 

An encounter took place between Bearskin, a 
Bannock Chief, and Sergeant Richmond, of Me- 
Gregor’s company. The Sergeant finally killed 
his map. 

Between 1 and 2 o’clock on the morning of the 
24th the hostiles were compelled to retreat. 
They were pursued by Bernard ten miles. Gens. 
Howard, and Downey, and Miles subsequently 
arrived on the ground, also Bender’s company. 
All are anxious for a fight. 

The body of one soldier captured by the In- 
dians was cut up and burned. The Indian camp 
was destroyed by the troops. Many hostiles 
were wounded. 

Col. Perry’s company. as well as all the other 
troops engaged, are reported to have done well. 


_RATDS INTO T, 8. 

New Onrrans, June 27.— News’ special 
from Sau Antonio says: A special to the r- 
press from Fort Concho says the mail-coach from 
Concho to Fort Davis was attacked by Indians 
last uicht pear Pecos River, and one passenger 
wounded seriously, the stage escaping. This 
is the first time the large stage has been at- 
tacked in this vicinity, but it was not unexpect- 
ed, as the Indians entirely ignore the presence 
of the military, whom they neither fear nor re- 
spect: and with good cause, for in the past two 
or three months men have been repeatedly shot 
in this vicinity, but nothing has been done tv 
chastise the Indians.” 

New Onizgans, June 27.—The Galveston 
News’ special says the San Antonio stage was 
attacked yesterday about five miles east of Pe- 
cos Station. There were five persons on board, 
amoug thew Mr. Schetzky, of Chihuahua, Max 
Schutz, A. 8. Roberts, of Galveston, and Lieut. 


Ayers. The Indians were lying the 
road within a few feetof thes Ten or 
fifteen shots were fired, and Max uta was 


wounded iu the leg. 

A party of Indians visited Torres ranche on 
the Pecos, and shot a man named Jose Garza in 
the lex. e was out in search of horses, and 
encountered the Indians in a cornfield. 

On the 24th two cow-men were attacked by 
Indians, and one of them named Jacob Jacques 
was wounded. This happened near Castle 
‘These Indians are now in Mexico. 

New ORLEANS, June . — A Galveston News 
special from Mason, Tex., says: The Indians 
referred to in my telegram of yesterday as hay- 
ing ou last Sunday night raided upon and cap- 
tured over 100 horses in the viemity of Johu- 
son’s Fork were pursued and overtaken mid- 
way between Cedar Creek aud Nucros. A 
vey skirmish ensued, which resulted in the 
death of three Indlaus and reeapture of all the 
horses. The whites suffered no loss as yet 
heard from unless it be the killing of a few 
horses. No additional particulars as yet.“

The clearings were 
TRADE AND IMMIGRATION. 

The imports at Boston for the week ending June 
14 were valued at $974,991, against $1,089,717 
for the corresponding week of last year. The 
value of imports for the year to the same date were 
$17, 500, 555, against $23,845,555 in 1877. The 
total importe of New York last week were $5, 892, - 
128, againet $6, 184. 258 in 1877 and $4, 492, 551 in 
1876. Since Jan. 1 the imports for 1878 have been 
$139, 369, 538, against 8102, 64. 647 in 1877, and 
$153, 498,947 in 1876. The figures of the trade of 
New York and Boston ae given above show that 


tus decreasing movement of imports still keeps 


up. The exports, on the other hand, are continu- 
‘ally increasing. There is one species of imports 
that does not enter into these figures, 
but which is of the highest consequence. 
The increase in immigration is adding many 
millions to the wealth of the country. One of the 
most encouraging signs of the times is this renewa! 
of the tide of population to America. Statisticians 
place the value to the country of every immigrant 
at $500 to $1,000. The movement of immigration 
has never stopped in the darkest period of com- 
mercial depression, and now is apparently on the 
‘point of again decoming very active. That the 
laboring and poorer middic classes of foreign 
countries, especially Germany, should yearn to 
transplant themselves and their families into 
American soll is no cause of surprise 
to those who know the terrible pressure 
in Germany of the hard times, military 
service, taxation, and American competition ip 
manufactures. The reports received by the Secre- 
tary of State show that in one partof Germany 
farm nands get only 18 cents a day. Carpenters, 
plumbers, and machinists get 51 cents fora day's 
work, and saddlers and shoemakers 47 cents. In 
some districts of Germany the decline in wages 
averages 80 percent. Prices of the necessaries of 
life have gone down inno such proportion. The 
direction taken by this fertile stream of humanity 
appears in the sale of 900,000 acres of Western 
lands this year bv railroads, against 26,000 in the 
corresponding period of last year. This shows that 
most of them are going into farming in the West. 
The largest increase of immigration is from Ger- 
many, and the addition to our population of these 
industrious, frugal, and productive people wili be 


an addition of vast wealth to the whole country. It 


will especially baild ap the West, and with it 

Chicago. 

DECREASED EXPORT OF TRADE-DOLLARS TO 
CHINA. 

While tne total treasure movement to China from 
this country has increased during the past twelve 
months. in comparison with the twelve that pre- 
ceded, there has been a large decline in tne demand 
from China for trade-dollars. The export of trade- 
dollars to China in the twelve months now closing 
has been $3, 815, 956, or $4, 541, 765 lees than in the 
preceding twelve months of 1876-'77. The export 
of Mexican dollars also decreased $623,590, but 
that of fine silver increased 86. 090, 918. or from 
8, 601, 240 in 1876-1877 to 89. 692, 164 in 1877- 
78. The cause of the decreased export of trade- 
dollars is said to be that the market rates charged 
for them is much in excess Of their bullion value. 
Remittances are consequently made in fine silver. 

LIFE-INSURANCE SWINDLING -IN ENGLAND. 

The London 7imes contains an account of the 
trial and conviction of some insurance swindlers 


that ought to be fraitful as an example for Ameri- 


can juries. These swindlers started the Albion 
Lite-Insurat ee Company twelve years ago, and 
have done a flourishing business ever since. Their 
actual capital at starting was oniy $1,000. Of the 
nominal capital of $250,000, only $30,000 was 
ever paidin. The Company managed to insure to 
the extent of $8,006,000. It received $400, 000 in 
cash and paid out $160,000 on maturing policies, 
and divided the remainder among the Directors. 
When the Directors and promoters were arrested. 
the total assets of the concern did not amount to 
$40,000. There were seven of these swindlers 
brought to trial; two were acquitted. and five were 
sentenced to penal servitude and imprisonment at 
hard labor for terms of various length up to five 
yeara.

Many go to this Mecca, 
and many retura; and the stories told by those 
who, disgusted with the country. rush back to 
the crowded cities, are never believed to any 
great exteul, and so the country remains par- 
tially hidden from observations, save as a letter 
from some correspondent goes to the newepa- 
pers, filled with shooting, fights, and murders, 
with a glimpse of road-agents and ludlaus 
thrown in to make the thing easy.

ip regard to time is estimated at two days and 
nichts from Chicago to Bismarck, and about 
two days and nights by stage-coaches from Bis- 
marck to Deadwood; but the two days are 
sometimes leugthened into four days, and often 
into a weck. The cost of the railroad and stage 
fare is, from Chicago, when purchasing a ticket 
through, $49.25. While the second-class is much 
lower, the third is the lowest, and differs from 
the second in that the ride from Bismarck is in 
freighters’ wagons. 

Starting from Chicago on Tuesdav evening, 
rour vorrespondent arrived in St. Paul on 
Wednesday afternoon, after a trip through the 
most pleasant Country ſu the world, along the 
lake-shore to Milwaukee; and from thence to 
LaCrosse, Where the Mississippi River is crossed 
onthe great iron bridge; and then along the 
west bank to St. Paul. 

THE SCENERY 
on the river was entirely new and grand. Not 
that a person would experience anything like 
astounding amazement at its width, but they 
would rather feel the lack of ships which so pro- 
fusely decorate the Chicago River, and gives 
such evidences of its surrounding prosperity as 
a commercial centre. The color of the water is 
slightly lighter aud clearer than the Chicago; 
but, when one is accustomed to looking at Lake 
Michigan, he feels a vertain disgust at being 
obliged to drink it. The bluffs on the river- 
edge were the most powerful of the component 
parts of the scenery,—they being almost never- 
ending, aud towering bigh above the train, 
sometimes thousands of feet, showing solid 
stone with mineral outcroppings here and there. 
And clear up on the bluffs little villages are 
pestied. One of the most novel arrangements 
that attracts attention is a big weathercogs on 
the top of the bluff, in the way of a large fish, 
_ which told a village at the toot which way the 
wind blew. 


7 The most noticeable part of the river was 


LAKE PEPIN, 
which, widening the river, presents to view one 
of the prettiest pieres of water one can find in a 
duy’s journey. On the banks are grouped little 
cities, the most promivent of which are Lake 
City and North epin, which rested 

,contented with th beauty. The famous 
river-steamer, of which so much is said, 
does not appear to have got north 
ot LaCrosse, for I have not seen one which is 
remarkable in its grandeur. While south of 
Pepi, a large fish, perhaps ten feet long, was 
seen swimming with its back out of water.

THE LATEST DISASTER. 

Dispatches in yesterday's Tuner gave the sad 
intelligence of the collision between the sechrs St. 
Apdrew and Pesiitigo, and the loss of two lives, — 
the mate and a sailor of the latter vessel. Addi- 
tional particulars received yesterday show that 
both vessels are past all hope of being raised, for 
they are sunk in 200 feet of water. The names of 
the men who are supposed to have been drowned 
could not be obtained here yesterday, or at least if 


any one knew them they were not reported. Capt. 
Peier Lynch, of this city, sailed her. 

The PeshtigO was a B 1 vessel, owned at this 
port by the heirs of the late Capt. A. Engiish. She 
registered 384 tons, and was built in 1863 by 
Thomas Spears. at Peshtigo. In 1874 extensive 
repairs were made upon her. Her value was placed 
at $10,000. and the insurance on the hull is $5, 500 
in the Manhattan and $2, 500 in the Orient Mutual. 
The cargo consisted of 800 tons of coal, and it is 
insured for about 84. 000 in the Orient. The Pesh- 
tigo w und to Chicago, 

The St. Andrew rated A 2, and was valued at 
$9,000. Her hull isinsured in the Detroit Fire & 
Marine Company for $6,000, and in a Buffalo 
Company for $4,000, as already stated. Capt. E. 
Fitzgerald and Henry McMoran, of Port Huron, 
owned her. The cargo was 27,000 bu of corn, 
shipped by Norton & Co., of this port, to Buffalo, 
and insured in the Phenix Company, of Brooklyn, 
for $11,800. The vessel was built in 1857 at 
Milan. O., and was rebuilt in 1574. Merry & Gay 
were the buiiders. 

The disaster is the most serious of the season, 
and was the topic of conversation yesterday on 
the wharves and among sbippers and vessel men 
on Change. John L. Ranney, of this city, was 
the agent of the Peshtigo for the estate of the late 
Capt. English.

The City Engineer’s report for 1877 shows 
that there was pumped 19, 047,091,600 gallons of 
water, —a daily average of 52,183,810. The daily 
averace in 1871 was 2, 464,877, and in 1876 41, - 
¥31,481. Nine miles of pipe were laid, making a 
total of 424% now in the streets. The capacity of 
the fire engines is 104, 000, 000 daily. The ex- 
penses of the two works fout up $84, 865, the cost 
ot pumping 1, 000, O00 gaiiuns being $7.09, and of 
coal 80. 38, —the lowest as to both items since 
1869. The crib aud tannels had worked satis- 
factorily. 


The report of the Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works for laet year contains the 
following facts: Assessments ior improvements, 
$124,400, the city's portien being 211,404. It 
was paid out thus: Wooden pavements, $43, 245; 
stone pavements, $3,223; miscellaneous, $21,770; 
sireet openings, $39,353; lamp-posts, $1,331; 
sidewalks, $6,353. ‘I@erc are now 2% miles of 
improved streets in thé North Division, 45 miles 
in the South Division, aad 00% miles inthe West 
Division, or 120 miles and 1, 278 feet, made up of 
550, 578 feet of wood, 44,585 fee! of cinders, 45, - 
403 of gravel, and 31,925 feet of macadam. There 
were also constructed 3. 822 feet of stone, 1. 320 
feet of concrete, and 150, 503 fees of wood side 
walk—a total of 101, 045 feet, or a little over 30 
miles, making the total in the city about 7034 
miles. There werealso put up 153 lamp-p osts, 
the aggregate new being 10, 777.

JOSEPH COOK. 


A Lecture on “ Capitalists and 
Communism.” 


A Statement of the Evil, and a Sugges- | 


tion of Remedies. 


It would have been the part of wisdom in the 
friends of Joseph Cook to have chosen some 
other and less roomy place than the Tabernacle 
for the delivery of his thirl lecture in Chicago 
this season. The huge barn in which Moody 
and Sankey were wont to bold forth has a seat- 
ing capacity for a vast audience, but nobody ex- 
perienced any difficulty last night in tinding 
seats. Not more than 500 people—and even 
that is a generous estimate—gathered to 
listen to the inspired droppings of Mr. 
Cook’s eloquen as he announced his 
matured reflections on “Capitalists and 
Communism.” It wili be remembered that 
the same gentleman lectured on the very sim 
lar subject of Strikers and. Communists ” 
some three weeks ago, and the paucity of num- 
bers last evening may have been owing 
to a lurking suspicion in the public mind that 
„ Capitalists and Communism would be the 
old lecture somewhat revamped. But if there 
was lack of numbers, there was an abundance 
of intelligence, and, as is the case with all of 
Mr. Cook’s lectures, this one was well received: 

Aſter prayer by the Rev. Mr. Peeke, the lect- 
urer was briefly introduced by Mr. John V. Far- 
well. 

In the dead of the night at Allegheny City 
and Fort Wayne, he said, while Pittsburg was 
full of riot last summer, workingmen cast 
thieves, tramps, and Communists into the Mau- 
mee and the Ohio. As he remembered how ten 
American towns listened in 1877 to the rattle of 
sharp shot, he was comforted by the recollec- 
tion of the sound of these splasbes among 
two Western rivers, for they indicated that a 
portion of our American workingmen were no 
more Commuopiste than they were Hottentots, 
and that they had declared a war of extefmina- 
tion upon the thieves and trainps. [Applause. } 
Precisely where these workingmen of Allegheny 
City and Fort. Wayne began to drive their 
wedges he found an opening which it appeared 
to him it was of the utmost importance to fol- 
low up. The cleavage ne wisbed to produce 
was one between workingmen oi the low-paid 
class and the roughs, tramps, thieves, sneaks, 
and thugs. If we had today in the United 


States to coutend only with Comm nism as rep- 


resented by the criminal classes, the idle, the 
unprincipied, amovg the unemployed masses, 
we should have no great trouble. The thug 
and the loafer could not hurt if they stood 
alone. But if the day suould ever come in which 
the thug and the loaier should join hands 
with low-paid workingmen, and the latter 
with political demagogues, and they with meu 
possessed of more sentimentality than judg- 
ment, the thug. and the loafer. the low-paid 
laborer, the demagogue, and tue sentimentalist 
making one set ol links, migat give trouble. 
THESE MUST BE KEPT APART— 

the Communists, the map who received low 
wages, and any one in politics who might be 
inclined to make capital out of bard times and 
beer-selling pbilosopby. [Appiause.} The 


French Revolution consisted of turee strands. 


poverty and false patriotism wound togetier 
with crime. Neither, alone, was stout enough 
to attack France, but the three to 
gether did bring her near her grave. 
So, in this country, if these strands could be 
kept from being braided together, we were sale. 
Communism aimed to braid them. It was bis 
purpose to unbraid tuem, and to show that the 
real workingmen were as much attacked by the 
Communists as were capitalists. The distinction 
between Red and Wuite Republicanism was 
that the latter meant leveling up and the for- 
mer teyeling down. When Alexander Selkirk 
tound himself alone, bis first task was to sepa- 
rate nis powder into many parcels. It was not 
possible in our large cities to umitate his piglos- 
ophy. Our powder—the dangerous classes 
was massed together in large cities, aud 
it was evident. that those cities would 
grow larger. Tue rural population was com- 
ing into cue cities, which were growing faster 
than the States and countries in which they 
were situated. With the growta of great cities, 
increased the complexity ol the problem con- 
cerning the management of the dangerous 
classes. The very tap-rooc of treedom lay in 
great towns, and the tap-root of that tap-root 
it might be said, in commerce. Trades h 
been the central bulwark of freedom in cities, 
and as trades grew there came trades-unions 
and occasional strikes, showing the need of the 
true communism to regulate the matter, in- 
stead of the false. There was a class of meu 
the culls— ho would always remain at the bot- 
tom. They were either uuaspiriug or uuprin- 
cipled. The unfortunate who descended to the 
bottom temporarily would rise again if they 
were not unprincipled. Republicanism wiu- 
nowed men into chaff and wheat. It must be 
remembered that as cities grew they contained 
more and more of théthoroughly *chaffy chaff.” 
All over the world the lower classes were be- 
coming those who did not care to rise, or who 
were upprincipied. For the cripples he had 
pity; for the unprincipled ne had none. Ia 
our great towns, who dared say universal suf- 
frage was a success? ‘True, it nad not been 
tried long @vough to enable one to pronounce 
a settled opinion. The powder must be wet, 
or separated, and there would be explosions in 
our great cities unless there was discussion and 
legisiation to reform existing evils. Tuere was 
too mucn sentimentalism on this subject of 
Communism. Victor Hugo himself apologiz- 
ed for the riff-raif who 1 Paris and 
murdered such men as its Archbishop. Tue 
four strands— 
WANT, CRIME, DEMAGOGISM, AND LITERARY 
SENTIMENTALISM— 
are being woven together. In this country all 
had a chance to rise. Tne tramp found it his 
paradise, undisturoed by Constables, who were 
generally away when needed [laughter], and 
agaist whom even the militia could zuot be 
depended upon. The river and railroad com- 
munications iu the country formed the palms of 
mighty bands, St. Louis the wristict of one, and 
Chicago of another. Heaven forbid that he 
saould enter into a discussion of the relative 
merits oi those two great cities. (Laughter. | 
But it was felt im the East that the pulses 
would be under these great wristiets. It tue 
fechng in Chicago was good, it would 
Kast. { there were 
murmurings and discovtents here, it boded 
badly lor tue rest of the land. There should be 
no half-way measures about putting down Com- 
muvnism. [Apolause.] ‘The causes of Comm 
munism were, Driefly, the disproportionate 
growth of large cities, the extensiou of she sul- 
irage, the pour government of great cits, the 
diifusion of atuneistical philosophy, aud the 
tendency of kiemocratic institutions to pull 
culls to the bottom. What were the remedics/ 
ine first. and one of the mos! important, as he 
viewed it, was tue redistribution of labor, and 


‘especially of the explosive elements in cities,— 


not by wilitary colonization, but by organized 
emigration, aided. by the Homestead law, aud 
by associations of the benevolent. 

Secondiy, be was in favor of military work- 
houses for tramps and Vigorous execution of the 
laws against vagrants. He held in his hand a 
piece of chalk used by a Pittsburg tramp to 
mark the doors and gate-posts where be called. 
iu accordance with au alphabet understood be- 
tween bim and his orethren, which showed 
either his success or failure in obtaining what 
he wanted at the houses where he calied. 
‘Tramps took possession of trains iu Lilinois tne 
other day, aud the railroad authorities could 
not preventit. When a tramp called for break- 
fast the speaker would invite him to 
get up an appetite by working, and. 
it he didn’t work, Mr. Cook said 
he would have him locked upin a military wor- 
house. [Applause.} There was too much 
sentimentalism regarding the poor tramp and 
vagrant, woo meant plunder, and nothing else. 
Citizens of Pittsburg were in effect apologizing 
for them, and so the strands were twisting. 
These vagrants, joined with a few Communists 
at Piitsburg, kept the nonest workingmea from 
work, and when demagogism and itterary senti- 
mentalism joined their torces the strands were 
twisted indeed. 

lp the third place, he was in favor of a 

STANDING ARMY OF 50,0U0 MEN, 

or regiments of regulars within easy call of all 
large cities where riot was threatened. He 
would have such ao army as, woen needed, 
would act without failure. It was futile to at- 
tempt to reach Communists by public speech— 
useless to try to reach them by any other than 
their own method, which was forte. 

In the next place, there shouid be fair wages 


lor the jaboring man. And here Mr. Cook drew 


his well-known distinction between bach- 
elor wages flanily- wages. What 
wages must be paid, he asked, to 
maintain the productive power f 
labor! How much. in order that children’s 
rights might not be violated? How much, in 
order that industry and economy in tue 60th 
year might have a littie place in which to be at 
peace, and not to bea burden upon the poor- 
house and a source of discontent in society at 
large!

after a day to be-fixea by law. [Applause.] 
He did not want to get rid of universal suffrage 
unless we must, but if we must, we should. 
[Applause.}) The common schools should 
be opene and it should de pro- 
claimed by law that all of our population, 
after a certain date, who would not learn to 
read and write, should never be allowed to 
acquire the right to vote. [Applause.] 

Ine ninthremedy layin the reform of city 
governments by a distribution of their powers 
into the legislative, executive, and judicial 
branches, and by securing the respousibility of 
the executive, and by the abolition of clective 
judiciaries. Mismanaged city governments were 
the nests in which such birds as Tweed and 
Morrissey were hatched, and he wanted such 
nests torn down out of the tree of 
American civilization. [Applause.] The read- 
ing test alone would not do it. In the same 


’ filthy nest Communism laid ite ergs and was 


broo ling over its young to-day. He wanted the 
unlettered philosophers, the veer-seiling phi- 
lantnropists, to feel the strong arm of the law. 
New York expected to become as Jarge as Lon- 
don, but did she expect to be any less wicked! 
Ask the New York Hoon, commonly called tue 
Sun. [Laughbter.] Chicago expected to be as 
large as London. Did she seriously expect to 
be any less wicked? Ask the Chi- 
cago Sunday T mes. [Renewed laugh- 
ter.] Unless great cities could be kept 
in order, the day would come When universal 
suffrage would be pronounced a failure. If re- 
publicanism could not succeed in the great 
cities—cootaining one-fifta of our population— 
it could not succeed in the country at large. 
Chicago was the throbbing pulse of republican- 
ism in the New World. The American peopie 
needed perfect defiance for the doctrines of the 


dregs and the doctrines of tue froth of society.

In tue next place, Mr. Cook mentioned as 
remedies the diffusion of property when it is 
earned, and of the opportunity to earn it; 
industrial bureaus, State and national, 
for the collection of facts. as to the 
relations of capital and labor; the execu- 
tion of the temperance laws; and news- 


paper reform, esvecially the establishment and 


support of cheap newspapers of sound opinions. 
The newspaper was the scbool-book of the aver- 
age citizen, and Carlyle had well said that we 
must destroy-the fiitn-rate newspapers and in- 
crease the number of the first-rate. He knew 
he was sharply criticised by those of the tifth- 
rate, which 
STARTED A NEW LIE ABOUT HIM 

every now and then, and advertised bim with- 
out nope of reward in this world. [Laughter.] 
He was for first-rate papers, and wouid like to 
see their number trebled and quadrupled. As 
it was now, however, to a large extent, the poor 
ones succeeded while the good ones starved. If 
Communism was to be destroyed, we must have 
cheaper papers of sound opinions—pot by any 
Means sucn as were put forth by tbe Socialistic 
Labor party, fgom tue utterances of one of 
which Mr. Cool” proceeded to read. 

But the-top-root had not been touched. He 
wanted the diffusion ef conscientiousness to an 
extent at least equal to the diffusion of liberty, 
intelligence, and property; or, in other words, 
the religious education of tue whole people: 
Those were the four courses of the masonry 
upholding the road over which republicanism 
was to be carried in this country into the safe 
future, aud we never would go over safely until 
we reversed the movement of our afchitecture 
and put all those courses beneath. [Appilause.}
